Those who 
might be called upon to assume — his 
mantle are preparing to put their best 
foot forward when the time comes, 
There are half a dozen men in the run- 
ning, it would seem, Usually the indi- 
eations point rather strongly to one 
man. Dr. R. J. Manion would be the 
obvious choice if the Orange Lodge 
Was not such an important factor in 
the Ontario strength of the party. The 
same reason, and some others, point 
against Hon. Maurice Duplessis.

No outstanding Conservative back:
